§ PORTSMOUTH SCRIP § 

This month ten scrip notes from Portsmouth are pictured inside the 
front cover. Five of the notes are courtesy of Joseph W. P. Frost. 
The remainder are from the collection of Kevin Lafond. 

H. S. BODGE issued the pictured two cent note in addition to two 
different three cent varieties. The two cent note was printed in 
blue ink while the three cent notes are printed in black ink. 

CHAPIN & YEATON was a short lived partnership. In addition to the 
four cent note pictured they also issued a two cent note of similar 
design dated July 1, 1864. Both were printed in black ink. 

J. ELDREDGE & SON were flour and grain merchants. Another branch of 
the family founded the Eldredge Brewery in Portsmouth. The twenty- 
five cent note that is pictured was issued November 1, 1862 and 
printed in black ink. The firm also issued a three cent note that 
is more common. It is dated January 1, 1863 and printed in blue 
ink. 


J. A. GRACE only issued the small three cent variety that is 
pictured. It is printed in red ink. 


GEORGE HENDERSON issued the pictured twenty- five cent note dated 
November 10, 1862. He also issued a ten cent note with the same 
date but a different design. Both notes were printed in red ink and 
payable on the Piscataqua Exchange Bank. 



JONES & MENDUM, GEORGE L. TREADWELL, JOHN H. BAILEY, and HENRY F. 
GERRISH jointly issued the ten and twenty-five cent notes pictured. 
The merchant that signed the note was considered the issuer and 
ultimately held responsible for redemption. The ten cent note was 
printed in green ink and the twenty-five cent note in black ink. 
The merchants also issued a five cent note printed in blue ink that 
is similar to the ten cent note. The five cent note is the most 
common note from Portsmouth. 


A. A. PAYNE issued only the three cent variety pictured. It is 
printed in black ink. 

R. K. OXFORD issued at least six different varieties and 
denominations of scrip. The pictured note is printed in blue ink. 
A short biography of Rufus Oxford appeared in the fall 1991 issue 
of the NONAGON. 


ROCKINGHAM HOUSE / W. E. HADLEY & CO. issued three known varieties 
and denominations of scrip. The pictured note is dated December 1, 
1862 and printed in blue ink.
